The discovery and enrly history of the Rus-
slan Possessions in America, until the Jate ac-
tion of Congress, attraoted but little attention;
but with a prespeoct of its becoming a part of
par national domain, every faot connected with
ft becomes interesting. The object of this
paper is not to desoribe the country as it at
present exists, bul to go back to the beginning
and show how it was discovered, and by whom.

The desire to discover a northeast passage
from Burope to Asis was early exprassed by
the Kuossians; and this desire was very na-
turn), first, on mccount of the benefit that
would acorne to thatempire from an aasy pas-
gage round their corsts from the Karopean to
the Indian ogean; 1_1!1'1. secondly, on mecount
of the greater fuoilities posgessnd by them
especinlly the inhabitants of Siberia, and from
their being inured to the hardships of an
arctio climate,

Ag enrly as 1068 the Csars of Muscovy as-
gumnied the title of Liovds of Sibaria, inelodine
all the northern portions of Asia. The con-

nests of the Ruossinms over the nations of
.ai'l-.-riu anil Tartary opened the way for the
advance of venturers and fur huanters, and in
the early part ol the eighteentl cemto ry these
Russian adventurers began to push their way
enstward ncross the continent for the par-
poses of trade, These traderas woere called
FPrompehloni, and their great object was to
smh..'r up the rich furs which sverywhaere
abounded, and the testh of the sea-horse,
which were in great demand. Forming them-
gelves into independent companies, they
gradually gained poasession of the whole of
Eastern Siberia.

It was not until the year 1646 that the first
voyage was andertiaken from the Asiatic coast,
l! , A& company ol I'Jw!l]"{- hleni, ‘llll"l‘l’ the
direction of & man named Isail Ignatiew.
Without chart or compuss they sailed {rom a
port in the sen of Ouvhotsk, rounded the point
of Kamischatka, and pazsed towards the
porth. They disembarked on a point of land,
placed their merchandise on the strand, and
retreated; the patives then approached and
took what they pleased, leaving in return
sea-horse teeth, both whole and in carved
pleces. The suceess of this voyage indueed
others, and in June, 1647, four vesselz de-
paru-d from the same port, on hoard of one
of which we flud the Cossack, Semosn
Deschinew, who afterwards became famons as
a voyager; bat the ice proving too great an ob-
stacle, the enterprise was abandoned.

The next year Deschuew ventured to make
another attempt in behalf of the ¢rown, and in
1048 a fleet of seven vessels sailed from the
same port. Founr of these vessels returned,
but the ather three continned on their coursa.
The course of these vessels was along the
coasts of Kamtschatka; but on account of their
small size, when the wind was strong, driving
the ice in towards the shore, they were com-
pelled to take rafuge in the entrances to rivers
and creeks, and could only procsed when the
gouth wind drove the ice to sea again. Dasoh-
new has left a journal of this voyags,
which is preserved among the archives
of the Russian Uovernment at BSt. Peters-
burg, which was examined and a part

nblished by Miiller in his ““Discoveries.' It
fﬂ not necessary to enter into the partionlars
of this voynge, as their only discoveries were
upon the Asiatio shore,

During the succeeding five or gix years,
Deschuew and another Ruossian named Da-
chail Staduchim made variens voyages, but
with little success worth recording. From
this time until 1607 little was agcomplizhed in
the way of dizgovery, but in that year Wolo-
dimer Atlassow, a Cossack officer, hepded an
expedition under the direction of the Biberian

overnment, for the purpoge of conquering
Enmtsulntlm for the Russian crown. This
expedition was made overland. Near the
coast they found villages of Russians, havin
formerly been in Kumntschatka. It wasa kin
of traditional report among the natives that

stran had arrived among them who had
women of the country and settled
there. These were, no doubt, traces of the

expeditions sent out early in the century.

p o this time the Russisn Government in
Europe had taken but little interest in the
affairs of this remote region; bat after the

g of the eighteenth century, Peter
the Great sent direutionfasto t}m Governor of
Iaku the capital of Biberla, to prosecute
ihe mury ofpmw lands in the Ai:utic Sea,
but little sesms to have resulted from this
order. Passing by the numerous independent
voyages undertaken during the next twenty
years, which are devoid of special interest, we
strike upon the name of one whose discoveries
were highly important—Captain Vitus Bering,
a Dane by birth, but in the service of the
Russian Czar, Towards the closs of the

of Peter the Great, the guestion whioh

eagerly engaged the attention of
navigators, whether the continents of Asia
and America were united or ssparated
by water, again srose. In order to asoer-
tain this point, Peter, who entered warmly
into the question, drew np with his own
hands a set of instructions, which he delivered
to Captain Bering, who assumed the command
of tlie projected expedition. Bat the first
attempt was unsuccessfol, one of the vessels
employed being disabled by the ice, and the
other was never heard of after her departure.
It was only o few days alter the departure of
Oaptaid Bering that the Caar died. Thea in-
structions which he drew up for this expedi-
tion were included under these three heads:—

1. To construct at Kemtsohatka, or other
commodious places, one or two vessels.

2, With them 10 examing the coasta to
the nporth and towards the northeast, to see
whether they were not contignons to America,

8. To see whether there was any hatbor

ng to Baropeans in those parts, and to
m.:fnﬁnut jourpal of all that should be
discovered.

In 1728, Captain Bering started on another
woyage, with two vessels built on the Buy of
Okutzk: ope was called tha Fortunsta, the
other the Gabriel, They sailed on the l4th of
July, and iu September arrived in the river of
Kamitechatka. From the faot that the coast of
Asia, in the most northern part of this dis
covery, trended towards the west, Captain
Bering came to the conclusion that tha conti-
nents of Asin and Amerion were cerlainly
separated by water, Neither im going nor
returning did he catch even a glimpse of the

erican shore,

An\:‘?hﬂa this expedition was in the Northern

Beas, anothor was started by the Russian
Government, ander the command of Colousl
Bchestakow. A part of the plan was the
same with that of Captain Derin pd]
discover the American coast. On hix arrival
at Oohotek, he found the vesssls Fortunata
and Gabriel, lately returned from the axpedi-
tion under Captain Bering, Placing his man
on board these vessels, he set sail; but shortly
after leaving Ochotsk the Fortunata was
driven on shore a hopeless wreek. Schesta-
kow, who esea with one hundred and filty
men, procesded towards the North by land,
but, in a gkirmish with the natives, he was
killed by an arrow, and his men routed,

Threa days Irevim!s to  this event,
Schestakow had despatohed & messengsr
to one of the Bossinn settlements in the

Bouth, to a Cossack officor named Krupis-
chew, direoting him to equip a vessel,
aud sail northwurd along the coast of Kamte-
chatka, Bchestakow ngsociated with him in
this enterprigs a Ruossinn named (iwosdew,
and, having repafred the wreck of the Fortu-
pata, set gail, To Lthese two men is due the
honor of first discovering the northwest coast
of America. When in latitude 65 deg. 07 min.
north, they eame upon an unknown shore
opposite to Asin, which they found Inhabited,
but could held no intercourge with the natives
for lack of an interpreter, This, themsfors,
was the first sight of the continent in the
northwert by Haropeaus,

The discovery, when it became koown at
St. Petorsbure, caused a great sensation.
Bering  and  other officers  epgaged in

the discovery were promoted, and wvarlous
plans were forwed for new expoditions, The
Acndemy of Suiencey was consulted, and men
sminent for selenes were app inted to I'rnm-ul[
to the New World, The persons thns ¢hosen
were denowminnted La Sociew” des Savans, Miil-
ler, to whom we are indebted for much of the
infonnation in this paper, was ons of the corpa,
and the provines undertaken by him was to
write acivil Listory of Biberin, to deseribe the
manners and customs of the inhabitants, to
search for and examioe records, to describe
the antiguities, and also to write a history of
the expeditions undertaken. The members of
this expedition were long delayed after their
arrival at Oohotsk; but st last, in September,
1740, wet ont in two vessels called respectively
the 5t. Pater and the St. Paul, under the com-
mand of Captain Bering; but owing to the
heavy fice, they were obliged 1o winter
in Awatcka Day, on the coast of Kmwmts-
schatka, and it was not till June, 1741, that
they really directed thelr course towards the
American continent., On the 4th of the month
they were in latitude 46 deg, N.: but not find-
ing the expected land, Bering direoted the
course northeast to latitude 50 deg. N., and
then east. OUn the 20th the ships parted com-
pany. Captain Bering, in the St. FPaul,
cruised near the spot for several days, hoping
to fall in with his consort, but at length de-
termined to advance alone, On the 15th of
July they caught an indistinet glimpse of the
land; on the 15th the low coast line of the
American continent showed itself before them
in latitude 00 deg, N. Far inlund they saw
the snow-capped summit of a lofty mountain,
to which they gave the name of Monnt St,
Elias, and a projecting point of the coast they
named Cape St. Elins: another cape to the
westward they ocalled Bt. Hermogenes; the

bay lyin% between these two points has
since Jeum called Prince  William
Sound. Une armed boat was sent to

examine the bay, and another to seek fresh
water. Among the islands that studded the
bay they found a scoure anchorage in very
desp water. Upon the shore were discovered
a nomber of cabins built of smooth boards;
and in one which they entered they found
pieces of cordage, a whetstone, npon which
copper instruments had lwen sharpened, an
arrow, some arlicles of household furniture, a
hollow ball of baked clay, in which a stone
rattled, and whick was probably a toy for
children; and, in the cellar, some dried salmon;
but the inhabitants had all taken flight upon
their approach.

Captain Bering did not think it advizable
to enter the bay with his vessel, but, having
procured a fresh sapply of water, he
proceeded up the coast, and towards the end
of August found himself among a cluster of
islunds now kunown by the name of the Aleu-
tian group. At one of these islands they were
approached by some boats filled with natives,
but théy wounld not trust themselves on
board. During the next two months the Et.
Paul crujsed among these islands, the crew
sullering the most intense anguish from sourvy
and exposure, until at last, through the ex-
hawstion of the crew, the vessel was stranded,
And to complete their misery, Captain Bering,
who had been for some time sick, having been
carried ashore, after a fow days expired.

During the winter thirty out of the crew of
seventy died on the same island, The re-
mainder, from the materials of the 8t. Paul,
copstructed a frail vessel, and on the 27th of
August, after a tediouns voyage, anchored in
Awatehka Bay.

We will not dwell longer on these early dis-
coveries of the Russians, but step aocross
thirty-six years, and glauce at a voyage of the
celebrated Captain Cook in these waters, In
July, 1776, he left England, having two ships
under his command, the Resolution, com-
manded by himself, and the Discovery, com-
manded by Captain Charles Clerke., In
December of this year they sailed from Society
Islands on their voyage, and on the 18th of
January, 1777, discovered that since celebrated
gronp of islands, to which were given the
name of the Sandwich Islands; and on the Tth
of March, in latitude 44 deg. 30 min. nortl,
they sighted the American continent, but soon
lost sight of it again, After being driven out
to sen by adverse winds, they again mada land
in latitnde 49 deg. 28 min, north, aud on the
221 entered a sound of deep, plazid water,
where they were soon surrounded by the
hoats of the natives. This sound was called
by the inlsbitants Nootka Sonnd. The
natives were of short stature, armed with
pikes pointed with bone snd iron, and Lows
and arrows. Their language was harsh and
difficnlt of ntterance. The shors appeared to
be studded with their villages. The men were
egger to exchange their furs for the beads and
trinkets oflered them.

On the 25th of May, they leit the sound and
procesded townrds the north, to diseover, if
possible, the northwest pasgage. On the 4th
of June thay came in sight of Mount Bt. Klias,
which they mistook for an island, no other
land being in view. This mountain ig the con-
timaation of the Sierra Nevada range of Cali-
fornin, and rises to the height of more than
17,000 feet nbove the sea. Upon the 25th,
they found thomselves surronnded by rocky
Islands, which proved to be the Aleutian
Islands. From this time nntil SBeptember they
were consting the whores of America, going as
far north as Jatitude 70 deg. 30 min.

Soon ufter this voyage of Captain Cook, the
Empress Cathuring ‘llf of Russia planued au
aexpedition for making northern tflscnvuriw,
which was placed ander the conunand of Cap-
tain .ltmqln + Billings, Captain Billings re-
ceived his ww%:h autamn of 1755,
and in Octol Y, Waving choden his own

officers, and been snpplied with all necessary
instrumnents, and with charty and journals of

all former uaviguors from the year 3724,

, namaly, to

Among the instructions which ha receivad,
showing the liberality and domsa of justios of
the empress, were the fallowing: —"Sach
coasts and islands as yoo shall discover, and
whioch cannot be disputed by and are not sab.
Jeet to any European power, you are, with
the congent of the inhabitants (f any),to take
possession of in the name of her imperial
majesty.”  And still agdin: — “When you
bring nnder Russian subjection newly dia-
covered and independent nations or people,
you are fo observe the following directions: —
As such people have most probably never
been ipsulted by any Europeans, your first
care must be to give them a good opinion of
the Hussinns,” This voyage of Billings ac-
complighed little; but in 1790 we find Lim at
the Alentian Islands, protesting, in the name
of his Uovernment against the injustios and
oruelty practised against the natives by the
Promyschlenies who had sulijogated them.

The patives were held in the most abject
slavery, and treated with the greatedt bar-
burity by these traders, so that it was

enlenlated that, in the short space of [ifteen
years, in consequence of compulsory labor,
éxhausting efforts in hanting, the violation
of all rights, insurrections, and the per-
petual anguish altending such evils, more
thantwo-thirdsof theinhabitauts had perighed,
Captain Billings, in his protest, says:—' There
I o name so dreadfal to the natives as the
leader of a gang of hunters, Immediately on
their arrival they send the natives out on the
chase, and then take by force the youngest
and moest handsome of the women for their
companions.”  The journal of another officer
ghys:— “When two differant parties of hunters
mest, they sometimes fight for the possession
of the natives, and sometimes join in ous com-
pany. ‘The barbarity of these subduers to the
erown of Russia is not to be described.’” Cap-
tain Durney writes:—*“Russian fur-hunters,
trained in ferocious habits of robbing and de-
stroying at their pleasure and with impunity,
baving the ready pretense, if pretenss is ever
thought necessary, of collecting tribute for
their sovereign;, men oareless of justice or the
welfare of others, yet esteeming themselves
pious, and making lowly reverence at every
tirn to fmages or Lo orogses; these are the men
who share the gains made by such barbarous
ugurpation, while the Government of Russia,
by permitling a continuance of this progress of
depopulation, not blindly, but with the avi-

denge of itz iniguity In  their possession,
are losers, What might palliste or be a
reasonable  motive lor conguering the

Americang 15 wholly wanting, the posses-
sion of one acre of Amuerican territory being
no way neocssary to the security of the
Ruesian empire, The plaln and efficient
remedy for the evil in its present state is for
the Rupssian Govermment to restore the re-
maining Alentian Islandera and the conquersd
Americans to their independence, and to admit
the subjects of Russia to have iutercourse
with them in future only on a footing of
equality and friendship."’

In 1797 thig evil had become so great, and
the overbearing of these free-traders so noto-
rions, that the Emperor Paul of Russia inter-
fered, and ordered the formation of a trading
company to be called the “Russian-American
Company,”” which was to supersede all the in-
dependent companies who had so long preyed
upon the inhabitants. To this company was
given the exclusive privilege of carrying on
trade and forming settlements. Two directors
appeinted to administer its atfairs were to re-
side at 8t. Petersburg, and be respousible to
the Government and uonder its control.
Through the energy of this company
trade soon began to increase, until at last
the sea otter, the great object of their
trade, bad almost disappeared. The Com-
pany, therefore, were compelled to extend
their settlements farther souath, and in 1804
they established a colony npon the lsland of
Sitka. This island (or rather these three
islands) is separated from the main-land by a
narrow channel. The coast is intersected by
many deep creeks, and the neighboring waters
thickly shielded with little rocky islands,
which are a protection against the storms, and
present a strong wall of defense against the
waves. The nativea of Bitka were called by
the Russians Kalughes.

A lLwld, enterprising man named DBaronof
was appointed superintendent of the Com-
pany's establishment. He immediately set to
work to build dwelling-houses, make in-
trenchments, and propitiate the inhabitants,
Having accomplished this, he left the colony,
having confided the government to a few
Russians and Aleutians, For a time things
went on swimmingly; but suddenly, the garri-
son, believing itsell’ to be in perfect salety,
was attacked and murdered, with the excap-
tion of a few Aleutians, who were out in their
boats., Baronof, hearing of the disaster, re-
turned with three vessels, accompanied by the
Russian man-of-war Neva, which happened to
be in those waters, and the revolters, after a
gharp conflict, were subdned. Baronof imme-
diately commenced rebuilding and repairs,
and gave a5 & name to the town New Arch-
angel, which became the capital of the Russian
Possessions in America,

The climate of Sitka is mot ¢ severs as
might be expected from its latitude. In the
middle of winter the cold is not excessive, and
never lasts long., Agriculture, however, is
not snccessful here. 'ﬁheru is not, perhaps, in
the world a spot where so much rain falls; a
dry day is rare; and this itself wonld sccount
for the failure of grain, The nature of the
ground is, however, equally inimical to It.

There are no plaing of any extent, the small
valleys being everywhere surrounded by high,
steep rocks of granite, and consequently over-
shadowed the greater part of the day. BSome
vegetables, such as cabbages, turnips, and
potatoes, grow very well; the latter are raised
even by the Kalushes, who have learnad from
the Kussians the manner of cnltivating them,
and consider them a great delicacy, Upon
the main-land the climate under the same
latitnde is eaid to be incomparably better
than on the island of Sitka, wlthongh the
cold is rather more seyere, (reat plaing are
there to be found where wheat can La profitably
cultivated, The forests of Sitka, cousisting
principally of fir and besoh, are lofty and thick.
Some of the treea are a hundred and sixty feet
high, and from six to soven feet in diameter.
From thege noble trunks the Kalushes form
their large canoes, which sometimes carry from
Wenty to thirty men.

Wild angd nufraitful as the conntry appears,
the #oil is rich, so that its indigenons plants,
of which there §s no greal variely, atidin a
very large growth. The sea near the coust,
and the bays, abound in fish and in mammalia;
of lerriug, salmon, and cod there is & Snpar-
fuity. Captain  Kotzebme, from Wwhase
journal the above i3 estracted, approsch-
g New Archangel on the 23d of February,
writes .~ The nearer we approsched the
land, the milder the weather became; and we
were astonished, in so northern a country,
to see the mountains at this season of the yoear
entirely fres from snmow to a considerabla
height. Throughout the winter, which, how-
over, has Leen peouliarly mild, the snow in
many of the eys had never lain above a
few hours together. Here under 57 de%mu
north latituyde the olimate 5 wmuch milder
than in Kuropean conntries stmilarly situated.”
